Judge: $I40M for Ovitz OK 


WILMINGTON, DEL. | The Walt Disney Co.’s 
board did not breach its fiscal responsibili- 
ties by hiring Hollywood superagent Michael 
Ovitz as president in 1995, then granting him 
a $140 million severance package when he left 
just 14 months later, a judge ruled Tuesday. 

Chancellor William Chandler III said that 
while the directors’ conduct “fell significantly 
short of the best practices of ideal corporate 
governance,” board members did not violate 
their duties or waste Disney resources. 

The ruling closes a trial that revealed the 
stormy inner workings of one of the world’s 


largest entertainment companies. 

Trial testimony included details of Ovitz’s 
lavish spending and the enmity he engen- 
dered among fellow Disney executives, includ- 
ing CEO Michael Eisner, who described Ovitz 
in company memos as a “psychopath.” 

Ovitz contended that he loved Eisner 
“like a brother” but was micromanaged, 
undermined by key executives and “cut out 
like cancer” before he had time to prove his 
worth. Eisner and the company contended 
Ovitz wasted money, alienated executives with 
his arrogance and could not be trusted, (ap)

Shuttle Discovery lands in 
Calif, amid uncertain future 

EDWARDS AIR FORCE BASE, CALIF. I Late. Safe. 
But facing an uncertain future. 

Signaling its arrival with two thunderous 
sonic booms, the space shuttle Discovery hur- 
tled out of a black desert sky to a smooth touch- 
down Tuesday after scrapping four landing 
attempts at its Florida base because of rain. 

The landing at a backup 
site was met with cheers 
and palpable relief after 
a tense two-week mis- 
sion that raised fears of a 
Columbia-like disaster. 

The mission exposed 
how vulnerable the shuttle 

fleet remains, despite a tre- 

mendous amount of money and effort invest- 
ed in the first U.S. manned space mission in 
the 234 years since the Columbia tragedy. 

The 17 , 000 -mph plunge from orbit took 
Discovery through a passage of the same 
kind of intense heating that exposed the 
mortal wound in Columbia’s wing. The 
shuttle soared across the Pacific and over 
Southern California, passing just north of 
Los Angeles on its way to Edwards as it com- 
pleted a journey that spanned 5.8 million 
miles and 219 orbits of Earth. 

Two hours after touchdown, the astro- 
nauts walked around the shuttle to inspect 
for possible damage. “It looks fantastic,” said 
Commander Eileen Collins, who urged the 
U.S. to continue launching shuttles until the 
scheduled completion of the international 
space station in 2010. alicia chang (ap)

WASHINGTON! The Sept. 11 commis- 
sion will investigate a claim that 
U.S. defense intelligence officials 
identified ringleader Mohammed 
Atta and three other hijackers as a 
likely part of an al Qaeda cell more 
than a year before the hijackings but 
didn’t forward the information to 
law enforcement. 

Rep. Curt Weldon, R-Pa., who is 
vice chairman of the House Armed 
Services and Homeland Security 
committees, said Tuesday the 
men were identified in 1999 by a 
classified military intelligence unit 
known as “Able Danger.” If true, 
that’s an earlier link to al Qaeda 
than any previously disclosed intel- 
ligence about Atta. 

Sept. 11 commission co-chair- 
man Lee Hamilton said Tuesday 


that Weldon’s information, which 
the congressman said came from 
multiple intelligence sources, war- 
rants a review. He said he hoped the 
panel could issue a statement on its 
findings by the end of the week. 

“The 9/11 commission did not 
learn of any U.S. government knowl- 
edge prior to 9/11 
of surveillance of 
Mohammed Atta 
or of his cell,” said 
Hamilton, a for- 
mer Democratic 
congressman 
from Indiana. 
“Had we learned 
of it obviously it would’ve been a 
major focus of our investigation.”

Suicide car bombing

BAGHDAD, IRAQ lAsuicide car bomb- 
er struck a U.S. convoy waiting at an 
intersection Tuesday in Baghdad, 
killing seven people — including one 
American soldier — and wounding 
more than 90. More than a dozen 
others died in scattered attacks 
across the capital.

BANGKOK, THAILAND I The head of 
the UN. health agency said Tuesday 
negotiations are under way to build 
a stockpile of bird-flu fighting drugs 
for Southeast Asia to help guard 
against a potential global flu pan- 
demic. 

Dr. Lee Jong-wook said the 
World Health Organization hopes 
to initially acquire 1 million doses 
of the anti-viral Tamiflu, which is 
the only drug known to be effective 
against avian influenza in humans.

Currently WHO has only enough 
Tamiflu to treat about 125,000 peo- 
ple, he said.

Fed Again Raises 
Key Interest Rate 


Hike is 10th in a row 
as policy-makers seek 
to ward off inflation 

WASHINGTON! The Federal Reserve 
pushed borrowing costs to their 
highest point in nearly four years 
Tuesday in an attempt to make sure 
the combination of high energy pric- 
es and a growing economy doesn’t 
turn into a recipe for inflation. 

Chairman Alan Greenspan and 
his colleagues lifted a key short- 
term rate, called the federal funds 
rate, by one -quarter percentage 
point to 3.50 percent on Tuesday. 
It marked the 10th increase of that 
size in the Fed’s 14 -month campaign 
to tighten credit. 


In response, commercial banks 
began boosting their prime lending 
rates — used for many short-term 
consumer loans, including vari- 
able-rate credit cards and popu- 
lar home equity lines of credit by 
a corresponding amount to 6.50 
percent. 

The increases left both the funds 
rate and the prime lending rates at 
their highest levels in nearly four 
years. 

Fed policy-makers, in a brief 
statement, said that despite high 
energy prices, consumers and busi- 
nesses are spending — important 
forces behind economic activity. 
And they noted that the job climate 
continues to show improvement.

Stem Cell Funding Sought

Advocates in Md. ask 
governor to include 
$25M in budget 

ANNAPOLIS, MD. | Advocates for 
embryonic stem cell research 
began a push for state research 
funds Tuesday, asking Gov. Robert 
Ehrlich to include $25 million in 
next year’s budget and promising 
quick action when the legislature 
meets in January to prevent oppo- 
nents from killing their bill with a 
filibuster. 

A stem cell research bill passed 
the House of Delegates in March, 
but a Senate bill died on the final 
day of the session when opponents 
refused to let it come to a vote. 

“We are going to get this bill past 
the Senate this year,” said Sen. Paula 
Hollinger, chairwoman of the com- 
mittee that handles health legisla- 
tion. She said the bill would be the 
first one brought to the Senate by 
her committee soon after the leg- 
islature convenes in January, mak- 
ing it much harder for opponents to 
sustain a filibuster. 


Sen. Lowell Stoltzfus, Republican 
minority leader in the Senate and 
an opponent of embryonic stem cell 
research, said Republicans “are not 
necessarily unified” on the topic. 
He said the GOP caucus has not 
discussed the issue since the 2005 


legislative and he doesn’t know if a 
filibuster could be sustained. 

Hollinger’s comments came at a 
news conference held to announce 
formation of a new group, Maryland 
Families for Stem Cell Research, to

BMW’s redesigned 
3-series improves 
on its predecessors 

ROAD TEST | The new BMW 3- 
series, redesigned for model 
year 2006, is a spectacular car: 
lean and perfectly balanced, inef- 
fably masculine and refined, and 
built with a futuristic precision 
that makes me wish the company 
made space shuttles. 

Critics have declared the new 
3 -series “conservative.” And while 
the 3 -series sculpting will race no 
pulses, maybe that’s just the point. 
Life begins in earnest once your butt 
lands in the driver’s seat. 

The car’s interior design is 
spare and self-assured. There 


are no grand, sweeping consoles, 
amoebic climate outlets or Art 
Nouveau dash contours. Models 
with the iDrive do have a second, 
humped binnacle in the dash to 


house the LCD screen. Otherwise, 
you couldn’t ask for a more busi- 
nesslike environment. 

As always, BMWs have a great 
sense of touch.

Good News

Toyota is bringing 
more, new and better 
hybrids to market 

H Y B R I D S I Toyota Motor Corp. wants 
hybrids to make up 25 percent of its 
U.S. sales by early in the next decade 
and is considering adding the tech- 
nology to its entire lineup, includ- 
ing trucks, Toyota’s North American 
president Jim Press said last week 
at an annual automotive conference 
in Traverse City, Mich. 

Press said Toyota wants to 
sell 1 million hybrids worldwide 
by early in the next decade. That 
would require the automaker to 
sell 600,000 hybrids in the United 
States, or about one-quarter of its 
projected sales. 

Press said Toyota will meet its 
goal by aggressively introducing new 
hybrid versions of its lineup. The 
company launched two hybrid sport 
utility vehicles this year — the Lexus 
RX 40 Oh hybrid in April and the 


Toyota Highlander hybrid in June 
— and will introduce hybrid ver- 
sions of the Lexus GS sedan and 
the Toyota Camry next year. In 
addition. Press said Toyota has 10 
hybrids under development. 

Hybrid vehicles are powered by 
internal combustion engines but also 
are equipped with electric motors to 
assist with power and with batter- 
ies that are recharged while driving. 
They’re more fuel efficient but typi- 
cally cost $3,000 to $4,000 more 
than traditional cars. 

Anthony Pratt, an analyst with 
J.D. Power and Associates, has 
said that premium will limit sales 
of hybrids to less than 5 percent of 
the U.S. market by 2011. 

But Press is more bullish on the 
future of hybrids, saying the price 
will go down as more hybrids are 
produced. R.L. Polk analyst Lonnie 
Miller has said hybrids could make 
up 35 percent of the U.S. market by 
2015 as long as automakers are com- 
mitted to them.

I’ve heard that if you leave your 
motor home standing for long peri- 
ods of time on concrete the calcium 
in the concrete will leach into the 
rubber and contact the steel belts, 
where it will cause them to rust and 
fail. You can’t see the damage, but 
the tire could then blow out on the 
open road. Any truth to this? 

Technically that it isn’t sup- 
posed to happen. Sitting for extend- 
ed periods of time does cause the 
steel belts to assume a flat contour 
at the bottom of the wheel. As the 
vehicle moves down the road, this 
causes severe shock loads on the 


belt every time the flat spot hits 
the pavement. This weakens the 
belt, leading to blow outs. Another 
problem is that tires have a limited 
safe usable life. Some say five years, 
others say six years. Because motor 
homes and their kin rarely get high 
mileage in a short period of time, 
the tire typically becomes stale, 
dated and dangerous long before 
they wear out. 

I just got a new Labrador puppy. I 
need a big crate to transport the 
pooch, and my Camry won’t work. 
Can you recommend a vehicle that 
can carry such a load? I would like 
to avoid a big honkin’ SUV. 

There are many “crossover” vehi- 
cles available now that mimic SUVs 
but have a passenger- car chassis. 
They include the Toyota Highlander, 
Ford Freestyle and several others. 
These vehicles provide better econ- 
omy and a much more car-like driv- 
ing experience and cost significantly 
less than a full-blown SUV.

Even as Backup, Brunell Hears Boos 

Redskins fans not over his dismal 2004 season 


REDSKINS I Patrick Ramsey pumped 
his fist in celebration after hitting 
Chris Cooley over the middle for a 
20 -yard touchdown pass. 

Moments later, Mark Brunell ran 
the same play — and Cooley was 
even more wide open — but the ball 
sailed high and incomplete. 

It didn’t take long for the cat- 
calls to begin. 

“Boo!” “Get him out of there!” 

The fans watching the 
Washington Redskins train- 
ing camp practice prove Brunell 
remains everyone’s favorite 
scapegoat for the team’s failures 
in 2004. 

“Somebody’s got to take the fall,” 


Brunell said. “When an offense 
struggles, they look at two people: 
the head coach and the quarterback, 
and I was the quarterback when we 
were going through those struggles. 
I understand the position, and I’m 
not bitter.” 

Brunell returns this year as the 
35 -year- old backup to Ramsey, a 
position that isn’t satisfying but 
one that Brunell has so far han- 
dled graciously. 

Before considering his present 
and future, however, one question 
remains a strong source of debate: 
Was Brunell really that bad last 
year? He was the only regular 
quarterback in the NFL to com-

plete less than half his passes. His 
63.9 rating was third-worst in the 
league. He failed to throw for even 
100 yards in five of his nine starts. 
He was finally yanked after going 
l-for-8 for 6 yards against Cincinnati. 
The boos cascaded from fans angry 
that Brunell wasn’t living up to his 
seven-year, $43 million contract. 


“The boos — that was the hard- 
est thing,” Brunell said. 

Then two things happened. 
Ramsey took over, and Joe Gibbs 
realized he needed to modernize 
the offense. 

The consensus is that Ramsey 
played better than Brunell because 
the offense as a whole was better. 
Gibbs tweaked the offense even more 
this offseason with the goal of getting 
the ball downfield more often. 

That’s good news for anyone 
hoping that the Redskins will be 
productive this year, but it comes 
too late for Brunell. Gibbs is going 
with Ramsey, who would proba- 
bly need a Brunell-like slump to 
lose the job. 

“Would I like to be the starter? 
Absolutely,” said Brunell. “Every 
backup would like to be the 
starter, but this is where it’s at.”

There’s 
nothing stirred up in the origi- 
nal movie he plans to avoid: “The 
first ‘Barbershop’ kicked the door 
open and said, ‘Look, we’re going 
to talk about whatever we want to 
talk about.’ I think the responsible 
thing we have to do ... is to recog- 
nize that just to bring up a topic 
for the sake of bringing it up is not 
enough.” 

But funny is what counts most, 
and he cited Mel Brooks’ “Blazing 
Saddles” as his model. 

“That was a movie that was real- 
ly wild and really funny, but you 
remember Cleavon Little is a black 
sheriff in the Old West. It was about 
race and politics, but it was one hell 
of a good time,” said Ridley. 

The principal cast is an eclectic 
mix of veteran character actors and 
newcomers. But they all play char- 
acters from the films, plus one new 
role — angry ex- con Romadal. 

Veteran character actor Barry 
Shabaka Henley plays Eddie, 
the inflexible, old- school barber 
who was portrayed by Cedric the 
Entertainer in the movie. 

Henley relies on his own mem- 
ories of hanging out at a family 
friend’s barbershop as a kid, lis- 
tening to “spirited debates” dur- 
ing the Kennedy-Nixon presiden- 
tial race. 

“You saw every strata of the 
African American community,” 
said Henley, “the doctor, the jani- 
tor, the guy who just got out of pris- 
on. So you got a sort of panorama.”

M u S I C I Forget Juliana Hatfield the 
waif, singer of “Spin the Bottle,” the 
Massachusetts girl who made up a 
third of the Blake Babies. 

She’s gone. And that’s a good 
thing. 

On “Made In China” (Ye Olde 
Records), Hatfield emerges scarred

Horrors Scary Phase 


With so many spooky 
flicks out there, the 
scare is wearing off 


TERRIFYING NUMBERS: “House of Wax” had a big build-up, butdidn’t recoup. 


P R 0 F I T S I The only thing scary these 
days about horror movies is the state 
of their box-office grosses. 

Since May, when “House of 
Wax” was released, five horror 
films have been unveiled and have 
under-performed. The much-hyped 
“Wax” grossed a modest $32.1 mil- 
lion, zombiefest “Land of the Dead” 
limped away with a meager $20.3 
million, the remake “Dark Water” 
grossed a murky $23.1 million and 
French import “High Tension” yield- 
ed a limp $3.6 million. 

In the midst of a genre glut, 
spookmeisters are wondering if the 
horror bubble has burst. “It seems 
like some good things are getting 
lost,” said Brad Fuller, a partner at 
Platinum Dunes, which produced 
the “Texas Chainsaw Massacre” 


remake and is now propping a pre- 
quel. “We’re looking at the numbers 
and questioning how we can do it 
better and smarter, so that we can 
get high grosses.” 

New Line Cinema is even tak- 
ing a breather from the genre, noted 


David Tuckerman, president of the 
studio’s domestic theatrical distribu- 
tion. New Line’s “Final Destination 
3” won’t come out until next year. 

As recently as this winter, hor- 
ror movies were making a killing. 
January’s “White Noise” and “Hide 


and Seek” both opened to more than 
$19 million and grossed over $50 
million. 

But too much of a scary thing 
can be bad for business. 

“How many zombie movies have 
we seen in the last couple of years?” 
asked one studio production execu- 
tive. “What you’re seeing is a burn- 
ing out of the sub-genres within the 
horror genre as a whole.” 

There is also a seasonal aspect 
to horror’s box-office performance. 
Spring and summer have tradition- 
ally not worked for spooky cinema, 
and it can’t compete against sum- 
mer tentpoles. 

There are some who feel the ax 
falling on horror is a good thing. 

Let the cycle run its course, 
said Tuckerman: “Hopefully 
the film companies are going to 
burn out on it and then there’ll 
be room for good ones again.”

Twins are the new 
mouths of the south 

HOT SINGLES I The Ying Yang Twins 
are on top of the music world right 
now with “U.S.A.: United State of 
Atlanta” and the infectious hit single 
“Wait (The Whisper Song).” 

The track helped the duo of 
D-Roc and Kaine score its first 
No. 1 album.

Two years later, the Twins left 
Universal for Koch and released 
their sophomore set, “Alley: The 
Return of the Ying Yang Twins.” 
The album sold well, thanks in 
part to the hit “Say I Yi Yi.” 

Soon after, Lil Jon & the East 
Side Boyz invited the Twins to 
record “Get Low” with them for 
their album “Kings of Crunk.” 
And the rest, as they say, is hip- 
hop history. “Get Low” became a 
summer anthem, reaching No. 2 
on The Billboard Hot 100. 

In 2003, the duo joined TVT and 
released “Me & My Brother,” which 
became its first platinum album. 
The set featured “Get Low” and the 
hit “Salt Shaker.” This journey has

Magazines tap into 
plus-size models and 
more average women 

Mixed among the pages of dazzling 
celebrities and rail-thin models that 
dominate fashion and teen maga- 
zines is a surprising sight: young 
women with thick thighs and flab- 
by abs. 

In Seventeen, Teen People, 
CosmoGirl! and Teen Vogue are 
bathing suit sections partly illus- 
trated by less-than-perfect figures 
and tips on maximizing assets and 
minimizing defects. 

Editors say they are using more 
average women and fewer models 
to reflect changing body types and 
to help self-conscious teens see that 
not everyone is perfect. 

“It’s not going to help my reader 
if we only show girls who are size 6,” 
said Atoosa Rubenstein, editor of 
Seventeen magazine. “Everyone is 
beautiful, it’s just a matter of confi- 
dence, and we try to show that.” 

Teen People recently featured a 


story about Brittany Harper, a plus- 
sized 20 -year- old who has compet- 
ed in and won several beauty pag- 
eants against average-sized girls in 
North Carolina and who currently 
holds the USA Eastern Miss title. 
Harper, from Goldsboro, N.C., said 
she’s pleased to see more overweight 
women in magazines. 


“I think maybe seeing some- 
one like me in a magazine makes 
you realize that you don’t have to 
be skinny to be pretty,” she said. 
“People see skinny girls in maga- 
zines and they think that’s what nor- 
mal is when it’s not the case.” 

Harper said she started entering 
the pageants because she was shy

“Indian girls, girls from all over 
were just being neglected.” 

Seventeen’s casting direc- 
tor chooses girls in malls, on the 
street, and anywhere she can find 
them for beauty and fitness sections. 
The magazine has increased news- 
stand sales by 17 percent in the past 
two years. 

“It doesn’t make good business 
sense to stay the same,” Rubenstein 
said. “Girls today have so many dif- 
ferent role models they wouldn’t 
stand for it if they only saw the 
same thing every time they looked 
at Seventeen.” 

Jean Kilbourne, creator of the 
“Killing Us Softly” educational film 
series shown in schools, has been 
tracking the influence of media on 
women for the past 30 years. 

“Showing real girls is just great 
sociologically,” she said. “Not only 
does it make more sense to show 
how a bathing suit will transform a 
person’s body by using a real body, 
but it makes women feel like they 
aren’t alone out there, that they are

Metro makes it easy to get to FedEx Field on game day 

Football season will soon be here, and if you're heading to 
the game, Metro is THE way to get there. The best 
i i|[t J option: Take the Blue Line to Morgan Boulevard station 
^ vi/a/k over to FedEx Field. It's easy. No traffic hassles. 

No parking fees. But if you enjoy that sort of thing and 
really want to drive, you can park at either Morgan 
Boulevard or Largo Town Center station and walk to the game. 

Keep in mind: the parking fee at these stations for non- 
Metro-riding parkers is $25 on game day. And you must pay for 
parking with a SmarTrip® card. On game days, Metro 
staffers will sell SmarTrip® cards for $30 ($5 for the card 
loaded with $25 in value) at the parking booths. If you 
want to be ahead of the game, buy a SmarTrip® card in 
advance and have it loaded with enough value to 
cover the $25 parking fee. However, as we said 
before, the best option is to ride Metro to Morgan 
Boulevard station and walk.
